.archeoloKical tjuest and diver- 
aion. The present mission is of 
deeper' import "and concerns 
those conditions which make life 
protttable and hajipy.

I Referring to the early settle-' 
inuntof Ilopkinsville, by way oi 
j comparison, we will just mention 
, here that in 1804 the town was 
j composed of a blacksmith shop, 
j a tavern, a court house, one store 
[and a few log cabins. In those 
I early days the merchants bought 
I their goods in the Kast about 
tw ice a year. Some times the 
goods were hauled in wagons all 
the way from Philadelphia, but 
I most generally shipped from 
Pittsburg in flat-boats down the 
mhiotothe mouth of the Cum-

he world are 80,000,000 buBhels lesB 
ban last yeiir at this time. In Rou 
maolrt, Roumelia, Bulgaria and parts 
of hout hern Russia, crops have been 
injured bv deluging rainfall. The 
product of India is estimated at oulj 
168,000,000 bushels. Prance may 
require 20,000,000 more than last 
season.

When the Cheyenne first began to 
get partknlarly dangerous— along^ 
about l86»->it waa,#Ut«d that the 
northern band nimlMnd 900 and the 
soatbem 1,600. that time the 

Cheyenne hat been in almost innum- 
erable fights and forays. In 1862 Col. 
Chiyipgton wiped out a whole camp 
of Cheyennes, Icilling perhapa 300 of 
the tribe. In 1806 Custer blotted 
out 103 of them at Washita. In 1879 
the northern Cheyennes, deported to 
Indian territory, broke loose and 87 
of themwerealaqghteredinonebunch 
near Fort Bpbinapn. Yet at this 
present daV. t}M tribe nnmbera over 
1,200 in th«iioMli«m Und and S,100 
in the southerA. 

Extinction, unless it \>c extinction 
on the battlefield, cuts no fifiure with 
[the Cheyenne. In peace lie multi 
jiy^ies. There were 56 births and only 
Ill deaths among the northern tribe 
Sast year. 

The northern Cheyennes are 

Clor to the southern or Oklahi 
d. Xliey average six feet 
iheiglit, the character of their women 
is unimpeachable and they 
koffr t^e meaning of fear. They are 
•proud^and sullen, arid only anxious 
for opportunities to fight the white 
man. If pven pay for it they will 
fight other Indians for the white man 
with tlie utmost pleasure. During 
the Sioux war of 1890 the Clieyewie 
s^iguts of Lieut. Casey \vere most val- 
u;i^le allies. 

The (^heyennes are >\lgonquins — 
the same proud race which produced 
Powhiatan and Philip, Pontiac and 
Tecnmseh. - When thfejr first fought 
their way from the east no chronol- 
ogy teaches, but legend of the tribe 
lhas it that they live'd near Lake Su- 
iperior 200 ^-ears ago. "Cheyenne*' 
was a name given them by the French 
icoureurs du bois; they call them- 
selves "Chish-chish-chaBh." — Chica- 
go News. ■ 

THE BED PALABOPR 

|A Case Where ths Bright Plumage 
Belongs to tha Female B rd. 

This graceful little bird has one 
. ivenr remarkable peculiarity. Wlien 
in full breeding plumage, it is the fe- 
male and not the ipale that is the 
ihrighter and more conspicuous bi^d. 
Tlx; red. of the breast and under parts 
is deeper, and the mottled markings 
of tho Imt k and head are hngliterand 
KKue dearly defined. The first day 
they ajipeared in the spring of 188^ 
I shot several for the collection, and 
I never shall forget ray surprise when 
dissection showed budding eggs in 
• all of my supposed males, for the un- 
usual sexualr difference in the breed- 
ing plumage is not generally men- 
tioned in the ordinary handbooks of 
oriuihology. Even the natives he- 
lit^ that the brighter bird was the 
male, and were only convinced when 
I cut tone open and showed them t^ 

eggs. m 

Now this peculiar difference means 
something. The phalarope ia a 
"woman's rights" bird, and doesn't 
trouhle herself with the cares of a 
family. While it is qnit. 
among tlie waders for the male to 

«te his share of the work of incu 
kion — we frequently shot male 
Iden plovers and dunlins with the 
. breast plucked bare of featli 
the skin hardened from sittin, 
eggs — among the phe!aro|)es

Famous Rtataurant Torn Down Aflar 
th« Oaalh of Salia. 

Bodolplie Salis is dead, ntid the 
Chot Noir, th.it cunous place of en- 
tertainment Nihicii iiikIim- Ills ouner- 
ship gained an ml. rnat lonal fame, 
has been i)iilled down. The Chat 
Noir has become so famous that ita 
disappearnnce is nn event to all who 
Jiave ever been in Paris, and to 
many others besides. I'erhaps its no- 
toriety had nothing to do with its 
decnd.;nce, for if it had not de- 
rayed the death of its owner would 
not have been sulhcient to drive it 
out of existence. 

Salis was known as the gentilhom- 
me caliaretirr, or gentleman innkeep- 
er, lie «as the son of a well-to-do 
distiller, nnd although not exactly 
of noble lineage, he was a man of ed 
cation and some literary taste. He 
certainly had more culture than 
nece88ai7 for the ordinary buainesa 
}f keeping a cafe. One of kis tricks, 
by th«, way, was that of addressing 
his cuttomen as "tnonseigneur" or 
"my lord." 

The ('hat Noir stood until recent- 
ly in the line Victor ^iasse, in th( 
Quart ier Montmartre, a region in- 
habited by artists and many other 
kinds of people haying no relations 
fashionable society. Salis 
prided himself on being a citizen of 
Montmartre and having no knowl- 
edge of the respectable or Philistine 
quarters of Paris. 

On the exterior the Chat Noir was 
very fantaetically decorated, pre- 
senting a mixture of antique features 
with others that were entirely orig- 
inal. The most striking feature 
about it was a lane figure of a black 
cat, the animal which gave its name 
to the establishment. This cat had 
ita taiil erect and appetred to be suf- 
fering from excitement of «n intense 
natiire. The figure was stuck just 
in the middle of the front of the 
building. Inside the emblem of 
the black cat appeared many times 
and in many forms. 

For many years Salia had attract- 
ed to his cafe singers, writers, poets 
and artists of all kinds. Many of 
hem have gained great reputations 
n France, and even outside that 
country. 

Among those who entertained his 
patrons was Aristide Bniant, who 
writes and sin^ songs of the low life 
of Paris that for blood-curdling re- 
ism are unequaled by any composi- 
)ns of the kind nt the present day. 
The well-known artitis and men of 
letters who have t:raduat.d from the 
Chat Xoir include (ioudenu, WiU- 
.MocXab, Aljihonse Allais, 
Caran d'Ache, Capus^ Braunt, Yer- 
laine, Maurice Donnay, Jules Jouy, 
Georges Auriol, Marsolleau, Paul 
Arene, Edward Harsucourt, Court 
Ponchon, Henri Kevicre, Del- 
met, Meusy nnd Steinlen. 

When the Chat Xoir l.e( ame fa- 
mous Salia charged high jirices for 
idraission to its concerts, which was 
reasonable, but somewhat Pliilistine. 
Ijatcly he had serious disagreements 
with some of his old associates. — San 
Francisco Examiner.

A FAMOUS OLD LOOOMOTIVE 

Fifty Years Ago It Made 79 Miles an 

One of the fastest of nil English lo- 
comotives, the Cornwall, was built 
nearly 50 years ago, and is still in 
use. She was designed when the 
now vanished broad gauge of seven 
feet was in operation on the Grc^t 
Western railroad, during the famous 
contest between that gauge and tlie 
iww standard gauge of 4 feet 8j 
inches. "The Great Western," a 
broad gauge locomotive, had made 
78 miles an hour, and thereby bcat. ii 
all record.s, and it was thought desir- 
able to beat this on the nniTow gauge, 
hence the Cornwall, which was built 
Like nearly all the 
old-time English machines, tlie Corn- 
wall has only one pair of drivers. 
They are eight feet six inches in di- 
ameter, and, as originally built, the 
boiler was swung below the axle, 
)ve, as is llu,' universal ])rac- 
■s\ This was done in order to 
keep the center of gravity low, since 
it was feared that otherwise the ma- 
chine would be top heavy and in 
danger of overturning. On her trial 
trip, the t^ornwall made a record of 
"9 miles an hour, one milo an hour 
better than anything her rival, the 
Great Western, could do. Because 
of her great speed the Cornwall was 
shown at the London world's iair in 
1861, but as the location of her boil- 
er was not approved, she failed to 
take the prize. In 1863 the boiler was 
taken out and a new one put in, this 
time above the axle.

The swords of nol>lemen in full 
dress were often of great, value and 
beauty. Conveniently placed was the 
katana and t&nto; Whind, in the gir- 
dle, was thrust the richly-ornamented 
metczashi, while at the sidewas a^or- 
geous affair — the yepu modatchi, in 
its richly-laquerod scabbard. Each 
sword was a study in itself, and each 
portion was unique and perfect from 
an artistic standpoint. The principal 

Earts mere the top of the hilt, 
ashira, often of richly carved bronze 
or silver; the curious ornaments of 
menuld, bound into the sides of the 
hilt. These were of the greatest variety, 
in gold, silver, and bronze — each a 
perfectly carved object in art, their 
purpose being to serve the grasp. 
Then came the little knives that fit in 
the scabbard, the kodzuka and kogai. 
The scabbard itseM was a thing of 
beauty, often of magnolia wood, rich 
ly tinted in a variety of colors, or in- 
laid with jienrl, gold, silver or lironze 
The guard, or ysuba, was often th< 
principal feature of this work of art, 
being of gold, silver, or bronze, richly 
ornamented, inlaid, or carved. Some 
collections in this country include 
hundreds of these guards alone, the 
nber being inl)ron/,e. The 
all covered with rich orna- 
ments, called menuki, and so on to the 
cords which bound it, the sword was 
essentially artistic and aesthetic. 

The swords of the Japanese may all 
b© considered works of art, biit they 
vary in point of beauty and decoration 
as well as price, and those made by 
famous artists brought large sums, 
$3,000 often being paid forajierfect 
ord not jeweled. When a number 
of famous sword owners met. the 
sword, naturally, became a suliject of 
conversation, auw niunerous tests w ere 
given Ly the skilled swordsmen of the 
day. It is said that on one occasion 
lyeyasu, who was the author of a vrl- 
uminous work on sword etiquette and 
the owner of a fine sword, was once 
traveling in the interior, and stopped 
at night at a little inn where several 
other noblemen were resting. The 
subject of their swords was touched 
upon, and from one word to another 
nto a dispute regard- 
ing the qualities of the blades. To 
ettle it, they agreed upon several 
tests. One of the strangers liad a 
long, attenuated blade which he drew 
fully from its slieath; then, baring 
arm, lie held a pillow, and with a 
k innvement struck it, severing 

nlmnry test. lyeyasu did the 
c; then, seeing a large cub bear, 
irdered his men to throw it up- 
1. They did so, and as it dropped 
■vered it with a single blow, in the 
air, thus winning the contest. His 
sword was made by the great artist 
Naga-:Mitza, A. D. 1279, and was 
named Adzuki-Naga-Mitza, this be- 
ing its guarantee, that it could sever 
a bear at a single blow.— N. Y. Times.

M. Berthclot, llian w hom no one in 
Franco is bctier qualified to speak on 
the subjoct, is strongly in favor of 
using gas in capital pnnishroent, says 
the New York Herald. 

'There is no scientific objection to 
the use of illuminating gas for thi 
purpose," he says. "Her* in Paris 
dogs are regularly asphytiated by 
means of gas. The animals are placed 
in a box, which isconnecled withagas 
pipe, and they are stifled very soon 
after the gas is turned on. As for 
criminals who might be afphyxiatcd 
in this fashion, it is probable that 
they would suffer at least for sonic 
seconds; death would not be instan- 
taneous. There would be contrac* 
ticns, spasm, and, in consequence, a 
momentary struggle sgainst asphyxia, 
the result of which would, of course, 
be a certain amount of suffering. 

'There is only one way in which an 
appallingly quick death can be pro- 
duood, and^hat is by means of syanide 
of potassium or prussic acid. A very 
small portion placed in a cup of tea, 
for «niDple, imducea the desired ro- 
snlt IfosMoer is the t«a drank than 
the kefldftlkbaak on tha pillow. Now 
that ia instantaneous death. As for 
illominating gas, it contains a slight 
proportion of oxida of carbon, and 
this latter element produces asphjrxia 
'most immediately. 

"Therefore, by means of such gas 
we could obtain results that would be 
absolutely mathematical, and our con- 
demned criminals eotild be pnt out 
of the world after a Tery bri« strug- 
gle against death. 

''On the other hand, the results 
which have been obtained from elec- 
trocution vary a good deal. In some 
instances condemned criminals may 
have been killed instantaneously, but 
there have been certain cases of elec- 
trocution in which the victims were 
tortured with frightful convulsions 
and death did not come quickly. 

'In a word, the results differed ac- 
cording to the temperament of the 
victim and the force of the currents. 
In the case of illuminating gas there 
would be no such obstacle. All that 
would be necessary would be to place 
the victim in a specially constructed 
and hermetically sealed room, into 
which gas could be introduced 
through II large pipe, leave him there 
few minutes, then open the door 
and you would find a corpse. 

"Some Americans «eem to favor 
this method of capital punishment. 
In any case there is in America a gen- 
eral objection to public execxitions. 
People in that country want to avoid 
the sight of blood and the meloncholy 
spectacle that is presented by a con- 
demned criminal as he walks to hit 
doom. Now in France the law calls 
for public executions, and to asphyxi- 
ate criminals in public is not feasible. 
Therefore, before the guillotine can 
go the law must be changed ."
